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EXPLANATORY 

The  purpose  o£  this  history  is  first,  to  present  a  brief  account 
of  the  descendants  of  Jacob  Shriver  (1/14-1792),  and  more 
particularly  of  his  son  Lewis  Shriver  (17  50-1815),  and  seconJ, 
to  preserve  some  record  of  these  and  other  Shriver  families  for 
the  use  of  future  generations. 

It  is  an  almost  endless  undertaking  to  assemble  accurate 
and  complete  information  on  any  family  of  long  lineage. 

Information  that  is  compiled  but  not  published,  often  is  lost  to 
future  generations.  As  a  result,  the  difficulties  of  compilation 
are  multiplied  in  succeeding  years.  This  has  led  me  to  publish 

I 

the  present  account  even  though  che  information  on  some  lines 
of  the  family  is  incomplete. 

In  preparing  this  history,  I  have  made  use  of  the  collections 
contained  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Census  records  in  the 
National  Archives,  other  historical  collections,  family  bibles, 
and  data  furnished  by  living  families.  I  have  also  visited  numerous 
cemeteries  and  have  corresponded  with  hundreds  of  families. 

Many  of  the  families  contacted  have  furnished  information 
which  I  have  been  unable  to  use  directly,  Since  this  data  might 
be  of  some  use  to  others,  I  have  included  them  in  an  Appendix  for 


future  historians. 
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Wherever  possible,  resort  has  been  made  to  primary 
evidence  or  reliable  historical  data. 

In  order  to  avoid  further  delay  in  publication,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  forgo  securing  complete  information  on 
some  recent  families.  This  is  regretted,  but  it  is  not  so 
serious  since  this  information  is  extant  and  obtainable. 

In  a  preliminary  publication  such  as  this  there  are 
necessarily  some  errors,  both  formal  and  typographical.  I 
shall  be  grateful  for  any  additions  and  corrections. 

I  am  also  grateful  to  everyone  who  has  furnished 
information  and  assistance,  particularly  on  living  families. 

I  am  unable  to  thank  each  individually. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  brochure  will  provide  an 
incentive  to  others  to  go  further.

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INTRODUCTION 

The  Shriver  families  in  United  States  in  the  present  day, 
for  the  most  part,  are  descendants  from  those  who  migrated  from 
Germany  in  the  early  seventeen  hundreds.  Their  ancestors 
spelled  their  name  "Schr  eiber However,  due  to  the  influence 
of  the  English  in  colonial  days  their  name  v/as  scon  anglicized 
to  "Schriver"  and  "Shriver !l.  Generally,  families  which  have 
retained  the  spelling  "Schreiber"  or  a  close  variant  in  spelling 
immigrated  to  United  States  in  the  eighteen  or  nineteen  hundreds. 

Although  the  name  Shriver  is  no:  particularly  common  in 
the  present  day,  there  are  Shriver  families  now  living  in  more 
than  forty  states.  There  are  only  a  few  families  living  in  the 
New  England  States  and  in  the  deep  South.  The  largest  number 
is  to  be  found  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  West  Virginia,  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Colorado.  More  than  a  dozen  Shriver 
families  live  in  New  York,  Virginia,  Tennessee,  Oklahoma, 
Missouri,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  Michigan  and  Idaho. 

From  the  earliest  days  until  the  present,  members  of  the 
Shriver  family  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  development 
of  the  country  and  in  local,  state,  and  national  affairs.  These 
pioneers  often  were  farmers,  distillers,  tanners,  or  millers.

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Some  of  their  descendants  took  an  interest  in  community 

affairs  and  held  public  office.  More  recently,  members  of 

the  family  have  been  engaged  in  business,  manufacturing,

transportation,  or  the  professions. 

The  story  of  Jacob  Shriver  and  his  son,  Lewis  Shriver, 
and  their  descendants  is  r epr es encative  of  that  of  other 
Shriver  families.  It  is  also  part  and  parcel  of  the  larger  story 
of  the  early  Germans  who  sought  a  new  way  of  life  in  the  new 
world. 


German  Migrations 

The  early  Shriver  families  came  to  the  colonies  with  the 
two  great  migrations  of  Palitine  Germans  between  1709  and 
1727  and  1727  and  1775. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  above  twenty-five  thousand 
Germans  migrated  during  the  first  period,  and  seventy-five 
thousand  during  the  second.  These  Germans  came  from  a 
part  of  Germany  known  as  the  Palatinate,  the  upper  Rhine  River 
Region.  Religious  wars  and  economic  tyranny  were  the  chief

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motives  why  these  people  left  their  native  land.  The  tales  of 
a  "land  of  milk  and  honey"  which  then  circulated,  the  letters 
from  those  who  had  gone  before,  accounts  of  returning 
travelers,  and  the  promotion  schemes  of  shipping  companies 
interested  only  in  profits,  were  all  contributing  factors  in  the 
mass  movement  of  the  time. 

Most  of  the  Germans  who  came  to  America  during  these  years 
settled  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania.  From  there  they  spread  onto 
new  lands  principally  westward  and  southward.  The  chief  port 
of  entry  for  them  was  Philadelphia.  Some  entered  at  Annapolis, 
Maryland  at  ports  in  Virginia  and  the  Carclinas.  A  few*  Germans 
came  earlier  between  1682  and  1709  settling  in  New  York 
principally  north  of  New  York  City  in  Dutchess  and  Ulster 
counties,  some  of  whom  later  moved  westward  into  the  Mohawk 
and  Schoharie  Valleys. 

By  1775  the  German  settlements  had  reached  north  to  Saratoga, 
New  York,  and  spread  west  to  :he  frontier  line  which  followed  the 
mountains  south  to  Sunbury,  Pennsylvania,  Cumberland,  Maryland, 
Abingdon,  Virginia,  Charlotte,  North  Caroline,  and  Fort  Charlotte, 
South  Carolina. 

Between  1775  and  1783,  the  Revolutionary  war  period, 

1  Emigration  virtually  ceased.  Because  of  the  unsettled  conditions

after  the  war , -emigration  was  almost  negligible  until  the 
turn  of  the  century.  By  1800,  however,  the  frontier  moved 

westward  beyond  the  Allegheny  Mountains.  The  children, 

« 

grandchildren,  and  great  grandchildren  of  the  German 
emigrants  were  in  the  forefront  of  this  movement. 

Among  the  first  settlers  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  Western 
Maryland,  Virginia  (now  West  Virginia)  and  Eastern  Ohio  in  the 
early  eighteen  hundreds  were  many  second  and  third  generations 
of  the  Shriver  families.  In  their  movement  westward,  they 
followed  the  Indian  trails,  the  rudimentary  roads  through  the 
mountain  passes  and  others  in  Southern  Pennsylvania  and 
Maryland  including  the  old  National  Highway.  They  travelled 
afoot,  by  covered  wagon,  or  on  horseback,  driving  their 
livestock  and  taking  along  their  few  wordly  possessions,  always 
seeking  new  land  and  new  opportunities.  From  these  settlements 
beyond  the  Allegheny  Mountains  later  generations  moved  further 
west  into  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  and  elsewhere  in 
succeeding  decades. 


Shriver  Emigrants 

The  Shriver  families  who  emigrated  to  the  colonies  prior 
to  the  Revolutionary  War  were  quite  few  in  number.  This  is 
evident  from  the  first  United  States  census  taken  in  1790. 
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German  families  then  of  eight  and  ten  children  were  quite  common. 
By  1790  some  of  the  first  families  who  had^#migr ated  had  grand¬ 
children  and  great  grandchildren  who  were  counted  in  the  census 
as  heads  of  families.  Notwithstanding,  the  census  of  1790  lists 
a  total  of  only  23  Shrivers,  22  Schrivers,  and  5  Schreivers  or 
Schreibers  for  all  the  states.  They  were  listed  as  follows: 

1  Shriver  in  North  Carolina,  1  in  Virginia,  8  in  Maryland,  and 

13  in  Pennsylvania;  20  Schrivers  in  New  York*  and  2  Schrivers,

2  Schreibers,  and  3  Schreivers  in  Pennsylvania.

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It  is  manifest  that  the  Shriver  families  who^feVnigrated  with 
the  early  Palatinates  entered  by  way  of  the  ports  of  Philadelphia, 
New  York  and  Annapolis  rather  than  Baltimore  as  is  sometimes 
believed.  Baltimore  became  a  port  of  entry  years  later. 

Although  the  city  was  laid  out  in  1729,  it  had  but  twenty- five 
inhabitants  in  17  52.  Its  growth  occurred  after  the  Germans  began 
moving  south  from  Pennsylvania  and  north  from  Annapolis t  and 
after  the  farmers  in  the  northern  and  western  counties  of  Maryland 
and  those  of  the  southeastern  counties  of  Pennsylvania  found 
Baltimore  a  more  accessible  port  for  export  than  Philadelphia.

The  earliest  German  settlement  in  Western  Maryland  occurred

about  1732.  It  was  located  near  Cr eager stown  about  four  miles 
from  Frederick.  Those  who  settled  there-emigrated  about

the  same  year  entering  at  vinnapolis.  Other  Germans  moved 
scuthwestward  from  York  and  Adams  Counties  in  Pennsylvania 
and  joined  them  shortly  afterwards. 

The  earliest  settlement  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania 
(then  a  part  of  York  County)  was  made  by  Andrew  Shriver  in 

1734.  This  was  near  Christ  Reformed  Church,  two  miles  east

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Andrew  Shriver's  father,  bearing  the  same  name,  was  a. 
native  cf  Alstenborn  in  the  Electorate  of  Palatine,  Germany,  and 
emigrated  to  Pennsylvania  in  1721  landing  in  Philadelphia.  He 
made  his  home  in  the  neighborhood  of  Gashehoppen,  near  the 
Trappe  on  the  Schuylkill  River.  The  younger  Andrew,  a 
tanner  by  trade  moved  to  near  Littles  town  when  about  twenty- 
two  years  of  age. 

Two  grandsons  of  the  younger  Andrew  Shriver,  and  sons 
of  David  Shriver,  namely,  Andrew  and  David  Shriver  settled 
about  eight  miles  southward  on  Pipe  Creek  on  the  road  leading 
from  Baltimore  to  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania.  There,  at  what  is 
now  Union  Mills,  Maryland,  they  built  a  home  in  1797  and 
operated  a  tannery  and  grist  mill.  This  old  homestead,  occupied 
continuously  by  members  of  the  Shriver  family  for  a  certfury 
and  a  half,  is  one  of  Maryland's  historic  homes  and  is  now  open

to  the  public. 


(5)  This  quaint  home  also  served  at  times  as  a  stage-coach  tavern, 
and  early  post-office,  a  school,  a  magistrate’s  office,  and  a 
political  headquarters.  Among  its  sojourners  were  Washington 
Irving,  Audobon  and  others.  In  1863  General  Meade  planned 
to  meet  General  Lee's  Army  there  in  the  Pipe  Creek  Valley 
rather  than  at  Gettsburg.  Part  of  Meade’s  Army  was 
quartered  nearby  and  his  staff  was  entertained  by  the 
Shriver  family  on  the  night  before  the  battle.  For  an  account 
of  this  landmark  and  its  place  in  American  history  see.

There  is  a  century  old  iradh tion  that  three 
Shriver  "brothers  emigrated  to  the  colonies  in  the  early 
seventeen  hundreds,  that  one  entered  at  Annapolis  and  the 
other  two  at  Philadelphia.  This  in  part  at  least  is 
substantiated  by  history. 


Jacob  Shriver  emigrated  about  1733  and  made  his

The  testamentary  records.  Hall  of  Records,  Annapolis, 
Maryland,  disclose  that  one  Cornelius  Shriver  as  administrator 
made  a  final  accounting  end  distribution  of  his  father's  estate 
in  Anne  Arundel  County  on  March  19,  179b  to  the  following  heirs:

Eis  sons  Frederick  and  Henry  settled  in  Frederick  County  and 
another  of  his  sons,  Lewis,  as  we  shall  see  later,  moved  a 
little  farther  north  into  York  (now  Adams)  County,  Pennsylvania. 

The  first  son  of  Jacob  Shriver,  namely,  Frederick  W. 
Shriver  was  born  February  0  174k.  He  married  Elisabeth  Seesman 
in  July  1794.  He  died  February  27,  2.820,  and  is  buried  in  the 
St.  John’s  Reformed  Church  Cemetery  at  Creagerstown,  Carroll 
County,  Maryland. 

Lawrence  Shriver  (no  information)

Henry  Shriver,  the  fourth  son  of  Jacob  Shriver  married 
Barbara  Welfiey,  March  19,  1779,  and  lived  in  Frederick  County, 
Maryland. 


Cornelius  Shriver,  the  fifth  son  of  Jacob  Shriver 
married  Anne  Collins  of  Anne  Arundel  County  April  5,  l5C6. 

Re  died  April  15,  1803  (Maryland  Records,  Colonial  Revolutionary, 
County  and  Church - Brumbaugh,  Gains  Marcus,  Vol.  II,  p.  4-70). 

Although  it  is  likely  that  Frederick,  Lawrence, 

Henry  and  Cornelius  left  descendants,  no  information  has  been 
collected  on  them.  They  would  provide  a  fruitful  source  for 
investigation .

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II  LEWIS  SHRIVER  (1750-1815) 

Levis  Shriver  was  Lorn  in  1750  and  died  in  Adana 
County,  Pennsylvania  on  July  11,  l8l5»  (See,  gravestone, 
Lutheran  Cemetery,  Enmitsburg,  Maryland) .  He  married  Mary 
(Maria)  Sheets  vho  died  in  August  1849*  By  this  marriage 
there  were  twelve  children,  namely:

Lewis  Shriver  lived  in  Cumberland  Township,  Adams 
County,  Pennsylvania,  about  three  miles  north  of  the 
Maryland-Penn sylvan! a  boundary,  near  Marsh  Creek  end  the 
Etamitsburg- Gettysburg  Road.  Just  vhen  he  moved  there  is  net 
definitely  known  but  it  is  possible  that  he  settled  there 
shortly  after  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  is  listed  as  a 
taxpayer  in  the  Township  in  1799  and  he  helped  organize 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  Snmitsburg,  Maryland  in  1797*  He 
is  listed  as  the  only  Lewis  Shriver  in  York  County  (of 
which  Adams  was  then  a  part)  in  the  1790  Census.  His  eldest 
sou  Jacob  is  listed  in  The  iSpO  United  States  Census  Records 
of  Butler  Township,  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  as  having  been 
bom  in  Pennsylvania  in  1779* 


The  Lewis  Shriver  homestead  near  Marsh  Creek 
originally  consisted  of  a  stately  two  story  stone  house,  bam, 
and  other  buildings.  There  is  also  a  one  story  attachment  to 
the  house  with  a  large  fireplace  which  apparently  was  built 
before  the  larger  structure.  Only  the  house  remains  today. 

*  Jacob  Shriver  moved  to  Columbiana  County,  Ohio  in  18C8  and 
left  descendants,  seme  of  whom  are  referred  to  hereafter. 
Frederick  William  Shriver  also  moved  to  Ohio  and  lived  near 
Tiffin.  It  is  unknown  where  Christian  Shriver  (not  to  be 
confused  with  Christian  K.  Shriver  1818-1593  end  a  son  of 
Christian’s  brother  George  Lewis  Shriver)  lived  or  Is  buried. 
No  information  has  been  compiled  on  the  descendants  of 
Frederick  William  Shriver,  and  Christian  Shriver.  The 
descendants  of  George  Lewis  Shriver  are  listed  in  subsequent 
pages .

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It  was  partly  renovated  in  recent  years  and  is  one  of  the 
oldest  landmarks  in  Adams  County.  A  picture  of  it  "before 
renovation  is  contained  in  P.  J.  Shrivels,  History  of  the 
Shriver  Family  (1926). 

Levis  Shriver,  his  daughters  Sarah,  and  Rachel, 
his  son  George  Lewis  Shriver  and  many  of  his  descendants 
are  hurled  in  the  Lutheran  Church  Cemetery  at  Fkmitsburg, 
Maryland.  Others  are  hurled  in  the  Lutheran  Cemetery 
near  Barlow,  Pennsylvania.  Levis1  wife  Mary  remarried  to 
Peter  Weikert  after  his  death  in  1815  and  is  hurled  elsewhere. 
The  contingency  of  her  remarrying  was  provided  for  in  Lewis1 
will.  (See,  Last  Will  of  Lewis  Shriver,  in  Appendix). 

It  should  he  observed  here  that  the  51  star:/  of  the 
Shriver  Family,  by  ?.  J.  Shriver  contains  rather  accurate 
information  on  the  descendants  of  Lewis'*  son,  George  Lewis 
Shriver  since  it  is  based  cn  family  hibles,  gravestones,  find 
family  contacts.  ?.  J. 1  s  account  concerning  Levis  Shriver, 
however,  is  apparently  based  on  tradition  and  is  only  partly 
true.  Ea  states  that  Lewis  Shriver  was  one  of  three  brothers 
who  came  to  America  landing  in  Baltimore  about  1792,  that  one 
brother  settled  near  Tiffin,  Ohio,  leaving  a  large  family, 
that  another  settled  near  Annapolis,  the  third,  Lewis  settled 
in  Cumberland  Township,  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  died 
on  July  11,  1815,  and  that  he  could  find  a  record  of  only 
one  3 on  George  Levis  Shriver. 

The  fact  is  that  Lewis  Shriver  came  from  near 
Annapolis,  settled  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  before 
1790,  ana  that  except  for  his  widow,  two  daughters,  and 
son  George  Lewis  Shriver,  the  remainder  of  his  family  moved 
west,,  his  eldest  son  Jacob  settling  in  Butler  Township, 
Columbiana  County,  Ohio. 

According  to  the  Department  of  Interior  Tract 
Records  (p.1218),  Ohio  River  Survey,  Lewis  Shriver  had 
purchased  640  acres  of  land  in  Butler  Township,  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio  (Range  4,  Tvp  io,  section  20}  for  $1,280  on 
May  19 3  lS04.  Ee  apparently  later  sold  part  of  this  land, 
but  still  owned  159  acres  of  it  when  he  made  his  will 
shortly  before  his  death  in  1315* 

After  the  death  of  his  widow,  Mary  Shriver  in 
August  184-9,  his  son  George  Lewis  Shriver  made  application 
to  the  State  of  Maryland  for  a  pension  by  reason  of  the 
service  of  his  father  Lewis  Shriver  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  This  is  evidenced,  among  other  things,  by  a  retainer 
given  by  George  Lewis  Shriver  to  an  attorney  in  Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania,  one  David  McConsugky,  Esquire,  who  was

admitted  to  practice  law  in  Adams  County  in  1645.  This 
retainer  is  set  forth  below. 

(in  this  connection,  Mrs.  Ola  L.  Shriver  of  Salem, 
Ohio  in  a  letter  to  the  writer  dated  March  10,  1953  stated 
that  her  husband  fell  heir ’to  a  Revolutionary  musket  with 
power  horn  and  ramrod  inherited  Through  Jacob  Shriver  the 
eldest  son  of  George  Lewis  Shriver)

I  have  this  day  retained  and  employed  David  MeCGnaughy,  of 
the  Borough  of  Gettysburg,  Penn  a.  as  my  attorney  for  me  and 
in  my  name,  to  prefer  and  prosecute  the  claim  and  pension 

. Bounty  and  back  pay  from  the  United  States  in  right  of 

my  deceased  father* s  service  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution; 
to  wit:  Lewis  Schriver  who  served  in  Maryland  Militia  on 
forces  at  Annapolis  and  all  arrearages  of  pension  not  only 
due  in  said  right  but  also  all  arrearages  due  to  end  in  the 
right  of  Mary  Schriver  my  mother,  widow  of  said  Levis  Shriver 
he  having  died  11th  July  1815  and  she  having  survived  died 
August. . . . .1849. 
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The  said  McConaughy  being  hereby  retained  to  demand  prosecute 
end  receive  all  pension  and  ail  claim  "whatever  due  to  and  in 
right  of  my  said  father  and  his  said  widow.  Hereby  clothing 
said  McConaughy  vjith  my  whole  and  full  power— and  ratifying 
and  conforming  all  his  lawful  acts  and  deeds. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  said  service  and  trouble  and 
expense  that  the  said  McConaughy  shall  render  and  be  at  in 
about  to  prosecution  of  said  claim  I  hereby  agree  that  he 
shall  have  and  retain  one-half  of  the  amaounu  to  receive 
nothing  if  nothing  recovered  of  the  recovery  therein.

Jacob  and 
his  wife  Mary,  their  daughters  Mary  and  Leah  and  son  John  William 
are  buried  in  a  Lutheran  Cemetery  near  North  Georgetown,  Ohio. 
George  Shriver1 s  known  children  were  three  sons,  Jacob,  Joseph  W., 
and  Isaiah,  and  two  daughters  Ann  and  Lucy.  John  Shriver* s  known 
children  were  two  sons  Elijah  and  Leanden,  and  two  daughters 
Mar ilia  and  Ellen. 

(Note:  Although  there  are  descendants  of  Jacob  Shriver 
now  living  in  Ohio,  the  writer  has  insufficient  information  to 
bring  this  line  up  to  date).

George  Levis  Shriver  acquired  his  father ‘ s  farm

Christian  Krise  Shriver,  the  first  son  of  George 
Levis  Shriver  and  Sarah  Krise  Shriver  vas  hern  in  Cumberland 
Tovnship,  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  September  18,  1818  and 
died  June  25,  1893*  On  February  6,  18^0  he  married  Alice 
Jane  Fisher,  who  vas  bom  near  Harney,  Maryland,  June  10, 

181^.  She  area  December  21,  iddY .  P«  J.  Shriver  states  that 
Alice  Jane  Fisher  vas  "a  granddaughter  of  Thomas  and  Catherine 
(Warner)  Fisher,  Huguenots  from  Alsace-Lorraine,  France. !r 

Christian  Krise  Shriver  vas  a  farmer  and  at  times  a 
dealer  in  livestock.  He  acquired  a  farm  formerly  owned  by 
Andrew  Walker  located  south  of  the  Eidge  near  Barlow,  a  mile 
or  two  from  where  his  father  lived.  On  this  farm  he  built  a 
stone  house  in  l86l  vhich  has  been  modernized  in  recent  years. 

P.  J.  Shriver  states  that  Christian  Krise  Shriver 
was  very  much  interested  in  the  Mt.  Joy  Lutheran  Church, 
located  near  Barlow  on  the  Gettysburg- Tan  eytovn  Road;  that 
he  was  a  member  of  the  building  committee  and  helped  to 
haul  the  brick  to  erect  the  church  from  Wright sville, 
Pennsylvania;  that  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  erection 
of  the  church  in  1SS2;  that  he  and  his  wife  were  charter 
members  of  the  church;  and  that  most  of  their  children  were 
baptised  and  confirmed  in  this  congregation.  P.  J.  Shriver 
also  states  that  Christian  Krise  Shriver  died  of  a  heart 
condition  and  that  his  wife  Alice  died  of  blood  poison  in  her 
hand  vhich  resulted  from  a  window  falling  on  it. 

By  the  marriage  of  Christian  Krise  Shriver  and 
Alice  Jane  Fisher  there  were  thirteen  children:

Jane  Fisher  Shriver  in  the 
Mt.  Joy  Lutheran  Cemetery  near  Barlow. 
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In  his  History  of  the  Shriver  Farrily  (1926), 

F.  J.  Shriver  provides  a  brief  account  of  the  activity 

of  Ills  grandparents,  (Christian  IC.  Shriver  and  his  wife  Alice) 

and  their  family  at  the  time  of  the  Battle  cf  Gettysburg, 

July  1,  2,  3*  1363.  This  account  as  rewritten  is  as  follows: 

Christian  K.  Shriver* s  farm,  referred  to  above,  was 
located  between  the  Taneytcwn  and  the  Brmitsburg  Roads  near 
Barlow  and  about  two  or  three  miles  west  of  Big  Round  Top  on 
the  extreme  left  of  the  Union  Army  line  on  the  third  day's 
battle.  It  was  by  means  of  these  two  roads  that  several  corps 
of  the  Union  Army  reached  Gettysburg  at  the  time  of  the  battle. 

On  the  evening  of  June  30*  1863*  General  Reynolds 
gave  a  pass  with  an  attached  note  to  Jacob  Shriver  then  aged  l6 
and  told  him  to  deliver  it  to  his  mother  and  father.  The  note 
contained  a  request  for  breakfast  and  provisions  for  the 
General  and  his  staff  for  the  following  morning.  The  note 
having  been  delivered  by  the  lad,  a  breakfast  consisting  of 
meat,  eggs,  potatoes,  and  bread  was  delivered  early  the  next 
morning  to  the  Commons  near  the  Ekmitsburg  Road  about  a 
mile  from  Moritz* s  Tavern  where  General  Reynolds  and  his 
staff  where  encamped.  Mrs.  Christian  Shriver  helped  prepare 
the  breakfast. 


After  breakfast  General  Reynolds  offered  Mrs.  Shriver 
$5.00  in  payment  for  her  work  and  food.  She  declined  to 
accept  since  the  food  represented  staples  normally  produced  in 
abundance  on  a  farm.  General  Reynolds,  however,  being 
appreciative  of  her  effort  and  thoughtfulness  insisted,  stating, 
"Take  it,  for  I  may  not  live  to  come  back  this  way  and  reimburse 
you  for  your  great  kindness.” 


Shortly  after  breakfast,  word  was  apparently  received 
of  the  approach  of  the  Confederate  forces  north  of  Gettysburg. 
Thereupon,  as  P.  J.  states,  "There  was  a  great  stir  in  the 
camp  and  the  tents  were  taken  down  at  once '  Gcnornl  Reynolds* 
troops  marched,  on  to  Gettysburg,  many  to  be  lost  cn  the  first 
day's  battle  north  cf  the  town  and  on  the  two  days  thereafter. 
It  was  later  learned  by  Mr*  and  Mrs.  Shriver  that  General  Reyno

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who  was  senior  in  command  of  the  Union  forces  until  General  Memo 
would  arrive,  was  shot  and  killed  by  Confederate  sharp  shooters 
near  the  Chamber sburg  Road  north  of  Gettysburg  on  uhe  morning  of 

July  1st.

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Mrs.  Shriver  accordingly  had  the  honor  of  preparing 
and  serving  General  i'synclds  his  last  nsal. 


Christian  Xrise  Shriver  end  his  wife  Alice  helped 
feed  and  care  for  the  Union  soldiers  all  during  the  tattle. 

Mrs.  Shriver1 s  take  oven  did  not  cool  off  for  three  days; 
she  talced  tread  continuously  during  the  tattle.  Troops  moved 
to  and  from  the  front,  and  maneuvered  over  the  farm  and 
neighboring  farms.  At  night  end  particularly  after  the  second 
and  third  day ‘ s  fighting  Christian  Shriver ‘s  house  vas  filled 
with  wounded  soldiers.  He  and  his  vile  provided  assistance 
in  cases  of  emergency.  They  were  particularly  solicitous 
because  they  had  two  sons  in  the  Union  Army:  Lewis  Peter  Shriver 
and  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver.

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V.  John  William  Shriver,  the  first  son  of  Christian  Krise 
and  Alice  Jane  Shriver  vas  bom  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania, 
December  24,  1840.  He  died  in  infancy  May  23,  1842. 

Lewis  Peter  Shriver,  Jr.,  rhe  second  son  of  Christian 
Krise  and  Alice  Jane  Shriver  vas  horn  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania 
on  September  3,  1842.  He  died  July  23,  1891*  He  married 
Mrs.  Caroline  (Clutz)  Valentine  who  vas  bom  near  Harney,  Maryland, 
August  8,  1838  and  died  November  27,  1884. 

Levis  Peter  Shriver,  Jr.,  enlisted  in  the  Union  army  during 
the  Civil  War  on  June  17,  I863  at  Gettysburg,  vas  mustered  into 
service  June  23,  1863  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  21st  Pennsylvania 
Cavalry  Volunteers  and  vas  mustered  out  of  service  and  honorably 
discharged  on  February  20,  1864  at  Chamber sburg,  Pennsylvania  as 
a  private.  So  far  as  known,  he  participated  in  no  battles. 

After  returning  from  the  Army  he  engaged  in  farming  near 
Gnmitsburg,  Maryland.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  the 
Mt.  Joy  Lutheran  Cemetery  near  Barlow,  Pennsylvania. 

By  his  marriage  with  Caroline  there  were  nine  children 
all  except  one  of  whom  died  in  infancy  or  early  youth.  They 
were:

Clutz  Valentine  Shriver,  according  to  P.  J.  Shriver,  were  two 
children  bom  to  their  first  son  James  Shriver,  namely:  Ralph 
Shriver,  and  Minnie  Shriver.  P.  J.  writing  in  192o  vas  of  the 
opinion  they  lived  in  Detroit,  Michigan.  (No  information) 

Henry  Jefferson  Shriver,  the  third  son  of  Christian  Krise 
and  Alice  Jane  Shriver,  vas  bora  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania 
on  March  l4,  1844  and  died  January  4,  1909  in  Hanover,  Pennsylvania 
where  he  vas  buried.  He  married  Annie  Wintrode  who  vas  born  near 
Gettysburg,  January  1,  1842  and  died  July  1,  1884.  She  is  buried 
in  the  Mt.  Joy  Lutheran  Cemetery  near  Barlow,  Pennsylvania. 
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By  this  union  there  were  five  children:

Birtha  Shriver 
Birney  Shriver,  and 
Maude  Shriver 

After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver 
married  Mrs.  Sarah  (Sharetts)  Reaver  who  was  "born  near  Harney, 
Maryland  in  1862.  She  died  in  April  1891*  By  this  marriage 
there  were  three  children,  namely:

After  the  death  of  his  second  wife,  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver 
married  Mrs.  Bma  Creager  of  Hanover,  Pennsylvania.  By  this 
marriage  one  child  was  bom,  namely: 

Marguerite  Shriver 
who  lived  but  one  month. 

Henry  Jefferson  Shriver  enlisted  in  the  Army  during  the 
Civil  Mar  from  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania  on  August  4,  1864 
and  served  as  a  private  in  the  Independent  Company,  Pennsylvania 
Volunteer  Cavalry  under  Captain  Edvard  M.  Warren.  He  'was 
honorably  discharged  November  30 ,  1864  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

Although  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver  passed  his  last  days  in 
Hanover,  during  most  of  his  life  he  lived  on  a  farm,  previously 
known  as  the  Sol  Miller  farm,  near  Barlow,  Pennsylvania. 

Lillie  Shriver,  the  first  child  of  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver 
and  Annie  E.  Wintrode  Shriver  was  bom  in  IS69.  She  married 
Charles  Gettier  of  Biglersville,  Pennsylvania  who  was  bom  in 
1861  and  died  in  1921. 

Murvin  Shriver,  the  first  son  of  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver 
and  Annie  E.  Wintrode  Shriver  was  bom  in  1870  and  died  in  1873- 

Birtha  Shriver  the  second  daughter  of  Henry  Jefferson 
Shriver  and  Annie  E.  Wintrode  Shriver  was  bora  in  1374.  She 
married  Abner  S.  Mills  and  resided  during  most  of  her  lifetime 
in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania. 

Birney  Shriver  the  fourth  child  of  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver 
and  Annie  E.  Wintrode  Shriver  was  born  in  1873  and  died  in  1831. 

Maude  Shriver  the  fifth  child  of  Henry  Jefferson  Shriver 
and  Annie  E.  Wintrode  Shriver  was  born  in  1880.  She  married 
Homer  S.  Hill  and  for  many  years  resided  in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania. 

L.  Blanche  Shriver  the  first  daughter  of  Henry  Jefferson 
Shriver  by  his  second  wife  Mrs.  Sarah  Reaver  Shriver  resided  in 
Greenville,  North  Carolina  in  1926. 

Lloyd  M.  Shriver,  and  Luther  C.  Shriver,  the  other  children 
of  Henry  Jefferson  and  Mrs.  Sarah  (Sharetts)  Reaver  Shriver  died 
in  infancy:  Lloyd  1888-1890,  Luther  C.  1390-1390.  His  daughter 
by  his  third  wife  also  died  in  infancy,  Margarete  E.  1893-1893, 
age  1  mo. 
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Sarah  Jane  Shriver  the  first  daughter  of  Christian  Krise 
Shriver  and  Alice  Jane  Shriver  was  horn  October  28,  134s  and  died 
February  9 3  1659* 


Jacob  Cornelius  Shriver  the  fourth  son  of  Christian  Krise 
Shriver  and  Alice  Jane  Shriver  was  bom  near  Barlow  on  November  21 
1846.  He  married  Mary  Weikert  on  September  30 ,  1870  at  Taneytown, 
Maryland.  She  was  born  July  l6,  1845;  near  Greemount,  Pennsylvania. 

He  died  March  12,  1927*  She  died  on  September  1,  1912.  Jacob  and 
his  wife  are  buried  in  the  Evergreen  Cemetery,  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania. 
By  this  marriage  there  were  five  children,  namely:

Edgar  Shriver 
Ernest  Shriver 
Myrtle  Shriver,  and 
Bessie  Shriver 

Jacob  Shriver  was  a  prosperous  farmer.  Before  he  retired  to 
Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  he  lived  on  the  Krise  farm  near  Greemcunt, 
Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  had  acquired  other  properties. 

Howard  Shriver  the  first  son  of  Jacob  Cornelius  and  Mary 
Weikert  Shriver  was  bora  on  January  20,  1872  and  died  on  January  7, 

1937*  He  married  Laura  Rhodes.  He  lived  near  Two  Taverns,  Mt.  Joy 
Township,  Adams  County,  Penna.  By  this  marriage  there  were  four 
children,  namely:

ftiy  last  Will  and  Testament  in  manner  and  form  fa.  few  words 
indistinguishable  -  hereafter  will  be  shown  — £7,  I  commend  my 
immortal  soul  into  the  hands  of  God  who  gave  it  &  my  body  to  the 
Earth  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  &  Christian- like  manner  at  the 
discretion  of  my  Executors  hereinafter  named;  &  as  to  such  worldly 
estate  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in  this  life,  I 
give  Sc  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following  manner  viz: 

First,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  well  beloved  wife

Item,  I  give  &  Divise  to  my  son  George  Lewis  Shriver  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever  one  hundred  Sc  fifty-nine  acres  of  land, 
being  the  Northwest  quarter  of  Lot  or  Section  20,  in  Columbiana 
County  and  State  of  Ohio,  in  Township  number  sixteen,  in  Range 
number  four. 

Item,  I  give  and  Bequeath  unto  my  three  daughters  now 
unmarried,  viz.  Anna,  Sarah  and  Rachel,  an  outfit  for  their 
marriage,  respectively,  such  as  &  equal  to  what  their  other  sisters 
got  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  at  the  discretion  of  my  said 
wife  and  Executors  hereinafter  named.

NOTE:  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Ola  L.  Shriver,  281  E.  7th 
Street,  Salem,  Ohio,  for  the  account  which  appears  below 
captioned,  "History  of  the  Shriver  Family'' .  It  was  sent  to 
me  in  1958  and  appears  to  have  been  prepared  in  1917*  In. 
transmitting  the  account,  Mrs.  Shriver  staled  that  it  vas 
“given  to  me  by  an  Aunt  about  thirty  years  ago  just  before 
she  died..” 

It  should  be  observed  that  this  account  is  brief  and 
traditional.  Although  it  contains  a  fev  statements  which 
are  erroneous  or  like  the  P.  J.  account  may  be  partly 
apocryphal,  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  ancestors  referred 
to  are  the  same.

This  made  Louis 
very  angry  and  he  replied  that  he  had  a  brother  Henry  Shreiber 
but  no  brother  Henry  Clerk.  From  that  time  on  the  family  never 
heard  from  Henry. 

Mary  Sheets  Shriver* s  brother  Christian  Sheets  is  buried  in 
the  old  graveyard  just  east  of  Georgetown,  Columbiana  Co.,  Ohio.

Andrew  and  David 
Shriver,  were  sons  of  David  Shriver  Sr.,  who  was  a  son  of 
Andrew  Shriver  who  was  'the  first  settler  in  Adams  County, 
Pennsylvania  in  1734.  E.  F.  Shriver  who  for  many  years 
operated  a  mill  and  canning  factory  was  a  descendant  of  this 
line.  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  Scharf1 s  account: 

Andrew  Shriver,  son  of  David  and  Rebecca  (Ferree)  Shriver, 
was  bom  on  Little  Pipe  Creek  (Westminister  District),  Nov.  7* 
17b2,  and  was  the  eldest  of  nine  children.  His  parents  were 
among  the  first  settlers  in  this  section  of  country.  He  was 
married  Dec.  31?  1788,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Shultz,  daughter  of 
John  Shultz,  at  his  house  in  Baltimore,  by  Rev.  William 
Otterbein,  a  distinguished  clergyman  of  that  day.  His  wife 
was  bom  Aug.  15,  1767?  and  died  Sept.  27,  1839*  Their 
children  were  John  Shultz,  bom  March  1,  1738;  Thomas,  bom 
Sept.  2,  1789;  Rebecca,  born  Dec.  29,  1790;  Matilda,  bom 
Oct.  3,  1792;  James,  bom  at  Littlestown,  ?a. ,  April  4,  1794; 
William,  bom  at  same  place,  Dec.  23,  1796,  and  died  June  11, 
1879;  Elizabeth,  bom  at  Union  Mills,  March  14,  1799;  a^id 
Andrew  Keyser,  born  at  the  same  place,  March  25,  1802;  Ann 
Maria,  bom  March  13,  1804;  Joseph,  born  Jan.  11,  1806;  and 
Catharine,  bora  May  27,  1803.... 

On  June  26th  of  that  year  (1797)  he  removed  with  his 
family,  then  comprising  six  children,  to  the  Union  Mils 
property,  which  he  bought,  in  partnership  with  his  brother 

David, . . . 

The  children  of  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  Shriver  were 
married  thus:  John  Shultz  to  Henrietta  Myers,  of  Ealtimore; 
Thomas,  three  times, — first,  to  Ann  Sharp,  of  York,  Pa., 
and  the  third  time  to  Miss  Sherard;  Rebecca  Ferree  to 
James  Renshaw,  of  York,  Pa.;  Matilda  to  Michael  H.  Spangler, 
of  York,  Pa.;  James  to  Elizabeth  B.  Miller,  of  Uniontown, 

Pa. ;  William  to  Mary  Owings,  of  Littlestown,  Pa. ;  Elizabeth 
(Eliza)  to  Lawrence  J.  Erengle,  of  Frederick  (after  the 
decease  of  Catharine  Shriver,  his  first  wif e) ;  Andrew  Keyser, 
on  Feb.  16,  1037?  to  Catharine  Wirt,  of  Hanover,  Pa.  (who 
died  Aug.  24,  1373);  Anna  Maria  to  William  Tell  Steiger,  of 
Washington,  D.  C.;  Joseph  to  Lawrence  J.  Erengle,  of  Frederick. 
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William  Shriver  was  "bora  at  Littlestown,  Pa.,  Dec.  23, 

1796,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1879, 
was  one  of  the  proprietors  of  trie  flour-mills,  and  of  the 
old  estate  there,  which  had  been  in  the  family  many  years. 

He  was  a  brother  to  the  late  John  'S.  Shriver,  so  well  known 

as  the  president  of  the  Ericsson  line  of  steamboats  between 

Baltimore  and  Philadelphia.  He  had  several  brothers,  one 

of  them,  Thomas  Shriver,  living  in  New  York  City,  ninety 

years  old.  Mr.  Shriver* s  father  was  a  very  old  man  when  he 

died,  and  the  family  is  generally  long-lived.  He  left  an 

aged  wife  and  a  large  number  of  children  and  great- grandchildren .

Scharf’s  History  of  Western  Maryland  (1882)  at  pp.  915-919 
also  contains  a  rather  detailed  account  of  Andrew  Shriver, 
b.  Sept.  0,  1712,  his  forebearers,  his  coming  to  America  with 
his  parents  in  1721,  his  settlement,  and  the  career  of  his  son 
David  Shriver  Sr.  referred  to  above.  David  Shriver  married 
Rebecca  Ferree.  By  this  marriage  there  were  nine  children:
